Strikers Expect to Have a Report From 


Arbitration Committee Within Next 


Thirty Days—Men Wiil Go to 


Work At Once. 


WILKESBARRE, 
Oct. 
21.—By a 


unanimous viva voce vote, the conven- 
tion of United Mine Workers accepted 
President RooseveH's arbitration 
plan 


shortly before noon today. 


Great cheers greeted the 
announce- 


ment of the result. 


The 
resolution 
as adopted carried 


with it a declaration that the strike is 
off and provides for an immediate re- 
sumption of work of the coal miners 
throughout the anthracite region. 


President Mitchell told the conven- 


tion that President Roosevelt had in- 
formed him that he Avould call a meet- 
Ing of the Arbitration Commission af- 
ter the convention's acceptance of the 
proposition and Mr. Mitchell gave it as 
his opinion that the findings of the ar- 
bitrators would be announced within 
a month. 


The end of the convention and of the 


great 
strike which has lasted five 


months 
suddenly appeared close at 


hand. 


President Mitchell after the conven- 


tion had given itself over to 'heated de- 
bate for an hour and a half, arose and 
calmly told the delegates that it must 
be apparent to all of them that there 
was no doubt whatever that the Presi- 
dent's proposal would be adopted. '*** 


There had been a renewal of the ser- 


ious opposition to the steam men and 
heated words had passed between dele- 
gates. Explanations of the President's 
proposal had been made in four lan- 
guages. There seemed to be more op- 
position than ever to settlement when 
suddenly 
there was a break in the 


clouds when a motion \vas put by a 
delegate down in front near the presid- 
ing officers. In a clear voice the strike 
leader -called for a vote on the all-im- 
portant question, and instantly there 
•was a roar of ayes. 


ROOSEVELT WILL ACT. 


WILKKSBARRE. 
Pa., Oct. 21.— 


President Mitchell announced that he 
hadireceived a telegram from President 
Roosevelt that he would call a meet- 
ing- of the Commission immediately af- 
ter the favorable action of the conven- 
tion.

one month'after the close of the strike. 


THE FINAL VOTE.

tight at the Pardee rally. The Audi- 
torium . Theater, which was crowded 
to the doors, could not accommodate 
•the thousands who participated in the 
Republican demonstration, and Native 
Sons' Hall was engaged for the over-

Senate Constitutional Amendment No. 


t>. a resolution to propose to the people 
of the State of California an amendment 
to bection Eight, Article Eleven, of the 
Constitution of the State of California, 
relating to charters. 


The Legislature of the State of Cali- 
fornia. at its regular session, commencing
